The word “galad” is taken from the Latin and literally means 
“salted,” although this word is usually applied to that part of a meal 
containing a mixture of both raw and cold cooked foods. The principal 
part of a salad is generally composed of uncooked non-starchy vege- | Frank Knox, Republican vice pres- 
tables with frequently the addition of cold cooked vegetables and also | jdential candidate. 
shredded meats, fish, chicken, etc. This dish should be an important | 
item in at least two meals of the day and should preferably be served | 
at the beginning of the mcal, which assures one of getting enough of . 
the raw grecn Vegetables before the other food of a higher caloric 
value is eaten. One who cats a plentiful amount of salad will then 
not be as likely to overeat on the hearticr foods which are more apt 
to be harmful if used in exeese. 

Most salads arc seasoned with salt and vatious dressings made of 
oil, vinegur, or other acids. One with a jaded appetite will probably 
eat more. salad. if piety seasoned dressings are used, but froma 
hygienic viewpoimt.I belicve the salads containing the least dressin 
are the most wholesome. One with a normal hunger will especially 
enjoy the uncooked vegetables at the start of the meal. 

It might be Well to state here that the sour dressings should not 
be used with a meal containing starchy food owing to the tendency 
to produce flatulence. Most of the vegetables listed as non-starchy 
make pleasing basie vegetables to use for salads. Mixtures of different 
fruits are not td be recommended, but any one kind of fruit, either 
cooked or raw, may be used at a meal not containing starchy food. The | 
avocado and olivé are two fruits which may with benefit be freely used, 
as salad foods and combine well both as to taste and from a chemical |

Blueberry Pie 


Make a fich, flaky pastry from 
2 cups sifted flour, a cup of butter 
and lard mixed, % teaspoon salt 
and about % cup ice water to 
which a tablespoon lemon juice 
has been added. Add the water a 
little at a time to the blended flour 
and shortening, and remove the 
dabs of dough as they form. Put 
these together on a floured board 
and roll % of the dough into a 
sheet for the lower crust. Sprinkle 
the pie tin with flour and line with 
the crust. ; 

Mix % cup sugar into 3 cups 
blueberries, put into the pie shell, 
sprinkle with lemon juice and a 
tablespoon sugar that has been 
mixed with 14 teaspoon cinnamon. 
Dot generously with tiny dabs of 
butter and the lightest sprinkle, of 
flour from the sifter. Add the top 
crust, first slashing little air holes 
in the center. Brush all over with 
cream and bake in a moderately 
hot oven about 35 minutes. 

For something different you can, 
if you wish, omit the top crust and 
cover with a meringue made with 
brown sugar and egg whites,

Combine 3 cups fresh rasp- 
berries with % cup sugar and 
bring to a boil.

Where vision is 
congenitally weak, it may keep it 
from diminishing. 

A child’s attitude toward eye- 
glasses depends upon his parents’ 
attitude. If they are disappointed 
because he must wear glasses, or 
appear not to care one way or the 
other whether he wears them, 
they are creating a problem for 
the child. They won’t have to talk 
about the matter incessantly for 
him to know how they feel, either. 


Parents have no right to expect 
a child to accept the idea of wear- 
ing glasses without a murmur un- 
less they themselves do.
